or used in combination, to make up borders, 
decorative spots, headbands, tailpieces, all-over 
patterns, and so forth. 

Type ornament made its first appearance soon 
after the invention of movable types. The earliest 
printers combined marks of punctuation to serve 
a decorative end, and the first true type ornament 
made its appearance in Italy in 1478. Since then 
they have fast multiplied in number and have 
been put to telling use by many distinguished 
exponents of the printing art. 

William Caslon cut exceptionally effective 
ornaments, but typographic decoration reached

the height of its glory in the hands of the eight' 
eenth century French typefounders, most notable 
among whom was Fournier le Jeune. Bodoni cut 
a great variety of ornamental units but used them 
sparingly and with much restraint. 

The printer of today should make a much 
wider use of type ornament than he does. With 
a good selection of ornaments he can do decora- 
tive printing of a high order, without expense 
for art work. On such printing he can earn far 
more than his usual percentage of profit. 

With the Ludlow system he has exceptional 
advantages in the use of ornament, for he does 
not have to carry large slocks of a wide variety 
of units to be in position to handle extensive 
jobs. With but one stickful of matrices for any 
given unit, he can undertake any job of printing, 
no matter how large. He can also, with ease, 
duplicate borders for labels run four or eight 
up, or for other multiple forms. 

With few exceptions, the best use of type 
ornament is to print it in a second color, as is 
illustrated in many examples in the present book' 
let. It is believed the examples here shown will 
offer to Ludlow users many suggestions for a 
more profitable use of their equipment.
